Sir William O/borne declared himfelf againft the bill for confirming 
feveral English laws and: ftatutes, and that he would oppole the fame ; 
and at the fame time fhould defire the act of Henry VII. te be read ; he 
thought fach a bill dangerous to the conftitution, and he fhould there- 


) fore to-morrow move a refolution to the Hovfe, 


Mr Fitzgibbon defired to know, if part of the regular forces thould be 
drawn away, purfuant to the late vote of the Houfe, what fcrce was to 
be fubftituted in their room; and though he had as great a refpedt as 
any man for the Volunteers, yet he did not think them fufficient with- 
out the regular forces; as, by their conftitution, they could not be com- 
manded to the field if a. battle fhould be neceffary. He did not think it 
a prudent meafure to part with our regular force without fome other be- 
ing eftablithed in their ftead; and he wilhed the Houfe to confider feri- 
oufly of the meafure, as it was before haftily taken up and carried by 
furprife. 

Mr Gardiner faid, his honourable friend had argued as if the 5000 
men to be fent away were to have no proportion of the non-effectives, 
but the cafe was otherwife, and if fo, the number.remaining mutt be 
4000. The cavalry alfo, he faid, were not to be excelled in any part 
of the world, and were-a very confiderable number, _As to the Volun- 
teers, he thouzht very differently from his honourable friend, as he was 
convinced that they would effedtually oppofe the: beft difciplined army 
the enemies of this country could fend againft it, He faid, that the 
proper time for difcuffing the propriety of the act for granting to Eng- 
land the-affiftance of 5000 of our troops, was when that act was fit 
propounded; but now, when it was fo generally underftood to be the 
jntention of Parliament, when England adtually counted on this aflift- 
ance, to retract would be the moft_ ungracious thing in the world.
